One person' mentioned, Cham- 
bers said, was Noel Field, then in 
the department's Western Euro- 
pean division. Field was not fur- 
ther Identified In the testimony. 
"He (Hiss) made a number of 
attempts to draw Field in," Cham- 
bers said, "only to discover at the 
showdown that Field was connect- 
ed with another apparatus." 
The testimony appeared In a 1,- 
300-page volume made public by 
the committee. 
Chambers named Hiss as one of 


an "apparatus" of government of- 
ficials with whom the Communist 
party worked during the 1930's 
Chambers said he acted as a party 
liaison man with the government 
group to which Hiss belonged. 
Chambers named Hiss as a Com- 


munist, and said Hiss knew he 
(Chambers) was 
a 
communist. 


Chambers said he was known to 
Hiss as only "Carl." 
Hiss publicly denied Chambers' i 
testimony, and at first declared 
he had never known Chambers. 
He later said he knew Chambers 
briefly as a free-lance writer who 
called himself George Crosley.

Fear Of Price 
Drop May Cut 
Meat Production

— by late 1949 may be over-opti- 
mistic. 
Made chiefly by the agriculture 


department, these predictions have 
been based largely on the fact that, 
at the moment, the relationship 
between feed prices and livestock 
prices is very favorable for pro- 
ducing meat animals. 


This year's record grain crop 


has pulled down costs of feed 
while livestock prices have 
re- 


mained relatively high. 


' Farmers Not Expanding. 
But reports from the corn bell 


Indicate that farmers are 
not 


Jumping in to expand livestock 
production as much as the depart- 
ment had expected. 
These reports say many farmers 


fear that prices may drop sharplj 
by the time new meat animals can 
be produced, fattened and

keted.

In the field of religion this at- 


titude Is known as antlnnomlan- 
Ism, which means "against moral 
law." There have been times In 
the history of the Church when 
this amounted practically to a re- 
pudiation of morals. Our attitude 
today Is perhaps not that bad, but 
anyone cognizant would certainly 
say that it Is bad enough. 


Our current divorce rate holds 


the record as far back as records 
go. The annual liquor bill Is nine 
billion dollars; and the estimate of 
authorities Is that there are four 
million excessive drinkers who are 
a complete liability to the country, 
and that half of these suffer from 
some sort of mental or psychlajtrle 
diseases. Sex morals are believed 
to be even worse than whispered 
scandal Indicates. 


Even a thoughtless scanner of 


headlines can perceive that 
our 


times need some new force to uni- 
fy and empower them—some mas 
ter purpose, allegiance, and obli- 
gation. There Is something serious- 
ly the matter with our 
national 


life; and all sincere people, reli- 
gious and nonrellgious alike, rec- 
ognize this. The difference 
be- 


tween the religious and nonrell- 
gious Is that the religious Insist 
this decline In morals Is definitely 
the result of a failure of modern 
society to recognize the 
validity 


of moral law and the authority of 
God. 
Moral Law Unchangeable 


The Sunday school lesson this 


week is "Law In the Bible." What- 
ever one's estimate of the 
Bible 


may be, surely no one can say that 
It is vague on moral Issues. The 
law of Slnal has stood through the 
ages, solid and Imperishable 
as 


the mighty mountain Itself. The 
Ten Commandments are 
either 


consciously or unconsciously, the 
basis of what most of the 
world 


believes about right and wrong, 
and the Ten Commandments are 
only part of a vast system of mor- 
al legislation that covers almost 
every moral question. 


More persons are dreaming to- 
day of a better order of human life 
than ever before in the long his- 
tory of mankind. What may 
be 


called "the social conscience" of 
all civilization is aroused. Every 
convention of physicians, educa- 
tors, 
religious bodies, labor un- 


ions, and politicians sounds this 
not* of a new day for men and 
women. It seems as if everybody 
Is giving thought to the subject of 
healthier, happier, more 
helpful, 


and more prosperous people. The 
opinion seems to be prevalent that 
except we have men and women 
of sterling worth, able to subordi- 
nate self-interest and personal de- 
sire to the common good, all our 
beautiful scheme for building a 
better world will crash. 


Whether we like It or not, this 
means getting back to moral law. 
We all recognize law In the physi- 
cal universe as undevlatlng In Its 
operation. With less clarity 
we 


recognize economic laws at work 
to our weal or woe. But we can- 
not escape the working of inexor- 
able moral 
laws. 
We do 
not 
"break" these moral laws. If we 
transgress them, they break us. 
Bible and Modern Problems 


"Thou shalt love they neighbor 
as thyself." Hero Is the summing 
up of social legislation, both 
an- 
cient and modern. This Is the Old 
Testament version of the Golden 
Rule. Sometimes we Imagine that 
It was our generation that discov- 
ered the necessity for social jus- 
tice and demanded It; but an In- 
sistence upon social justice Is as 
old as the oldest portions of the 
Old Testament. We In this centu- 
ry are only beginning to catch up 
with the Bible. Laws having to do 
with 
fair labor practices, a hu- 


mane consideration for the weak, 
and a due regard for the welfare 
of the poor were required by the 
Moslac Law more than three thou- 


sand years ago and enforced with 
as much vigor as the best of mod- 
ern laws. 
The Bible is the great law book
